For Better Paid Legislator* 


One of the matters to come be­ 
fore Missouri voters in the Novem­ 
ber election is a proposal to autho­ 
rize members of the Missouri Gen­ 
eral Assembly to fix salaries of the 
legislators. The section would re­ 
place the present provision of the 
Missouri Constitution which fixes 
salaries of the Senators and Re­ 
presentatives 
at $125 
a 
month, 
provide them with 
a 
10-cents-a- 
mile travel allotment twice a mon­ 
th instead of one round trip a 
session 
presently 
provided, 
and 
add a month to the length of the 
legislative session. 
While we never believed that in 
high salaries lay the complete sol­ 
ution of the problem of getting 
better men for the legislature, we 
do believe that all three of the 
proposals have merit, and should 
be approved by the voters in Nov­ 
ember. The Missouri Public Ex ­ 
penditure *ur vev 
pointed 
out 
the other day that the value of the 
dollar has dropped 44 cents since 
the present $125 - month salary 
for legislators wa* written into 
the Constitution in 1942. Certainly 
that figure now i* unrealistic and 
certainly it is so low that it is 
keeping out of the legislature many 
canaba* young men who might well 
serve their state if the financial 
sacrifice of such service were a 
little less severe. The one round 
trip a 
session 
expense account 
might have been realistic in the 
day* of the mud mad and the hor­ 
se and buggy, when many mem­ 
bers went to Jefferson City and 
stayed there for the duration. The 
proposal 
of two trips home 
a 
month, again, is far more realis­ 
tic. than the one trip a session 
provided by the Constitution. The 
longer session, too. makes sense. 
It would enable the Senators and 
Representatives to give more com/ 
plete attention to the State's busi­ 
ne! sthan is now possible, and to 
clean it up in a far more orderly 
fashion. 
The Missouri Legislature is an 
important body for Missourians. 
It fixes the state’s taxes, spends 
the State’s money and enacts the 
laws we live by. It ought to be 
able to fix the pay its members 
receive, and it ought to fix that 
pay in realistic figures. We hope 
the voters of the State will feel 
that way about it in November.

INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE VOTING OF THIS BALLOT 


The following' instructions must be carefully followed by the voter; 
otherwise this ballot will probably be void. 


In order to be a qualified voter in Missouri one must be at least 21 
years of age at the time of election; a resident of Missouri for at least one 
year next before the election; and a residnt of the county or city in which 
one votes for at least sixty days before election. While in service you are a 
legal resident of the State, County or City in which you were a legal 
resident at the time you were inducted. 


The voter should prepare his ballot for voting in the following manner: 


Should the voter desire to vote a “ straight” party ticket he shall place 


a cross (X ) mark in the circle immediately below the party name. If the 
voter desires to vote for one or more candidates on more than one party 
ticket, by voting what is commonly called a “ split ticket," he may place a 
cross (X ) mark in the circle immediately below one party name and mark 
cross (X ) marks in the squares at the left of the names of candidates on 
other tickets for whom he wishes to vote. If the voter desires to vote for 
one or more candidates whose name or names do not appear on the printed 
ballot he may do so by drawing a line through the printed name of candi­ 
date for such office, and writing below such cancelled name the name of 
the person for whom he desires to vote, and placing a cross mark in the 
square at the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take prece­ 
dence over the cross marked in the circle. Where there are two or more 
candidates for like office in a group a cross (X ) mark in the square to the 
left of a candidate's name, automatically votes against the candidate whose 
name appears within the same horizontal lines in the column under the 
circle in which appears the cross (X ) mark unless the voter indicates an­ 
other candidate, to be voted against by drawing a line through such candi­ 
date’s name. All candidates of the party whose circle is marked shall be 
counted as voted for excepting where squares are crossed preceding the 
names of the candidates in other columns if two or more candidates for the 
same office are thus designated, neither shall be counted. If the cross (X ) 
is not placed in the circle immediately below the party name at the head 
of the column, but does appear in the squares opposite the various candi­ 
dates’ names, then only these names >hall be counted for, and none other.
